Borough. 

, A canvass of the entire subject brought out the fact that through the 
apparent negligence on the part of the taxpayers, the unpaid taxes up to 
January 1st, 191S, amounted to approximately $9500. 

With a view to getting the necessary funds to take care of the financial 
requirements for the present year, a resolution was unanimously adopted 
which provided for procedure, in an orderly and legal way, to collect all the 
outstanding taxes, in full, from the "bondsmen" within ten days. 

The carrying out of this action will mean that liens will eventually he 
filed against the properties of all delinquent taxpayers, unless prompt action 
is taken by them in turning over to the Borough authorities the amounts due.

The Main Line division of the Third 
Federal Reserve district has received 
official announcement that it was the 
first of the thirty-seven Pennsylvania 
divisions in this district to complete 
its quota. Each of the seventeen 
Main Line sub-districts has won its 
honor flag and many of them with 
one or mcire blue stars, which repre- 
sent 100 per cent, over-subscriptioned. 

Sousa's band will be an especial 
attraction at, the series of grand ral- 
lies to be bifid along the Main Line 
Monday, the 29th. The first meet- 
ing will be held at Cynwyd at 5.30 P. 
M. and. the next at Narberth at G.15; 
Ardmore, .7.15; Bryn Mawr, 8.00, and 
Wayne at 9.00 o'clock. 

In addition to the grand band of 
sixty-one pieces. Sergeant J. Arm- 
strong of the Second Canadian Heavy 
Battery and Private A. J. Dehlman. of 
the Canadian Black Watch, will speak. 
These two Canadian veterans are said 
to be two of the most thrilling speak- 
ers of the large number of Canadians 
who have been touring the country 
during this lean campaign. 

The Main Line division of the Third 
Federal Reserve district has over- 
subscribed its quota more than 100 
per cent, according to returns made to 
headquarters at Ardmore, yesterday. 
The full amount reported totals $L- 
425,900. The quota is $693,200. In the

AFTER SICKNESS, WHAT? 

(By ONE INTERESTED) 

She was lonely. She was worried. 
The nurse knew it. The anxious ex- 
pression of her eyes, her restlessness, 
an occasional sigh, were symptoms 
not easily misunderstood. The nurse 
might have wondered at it all had she 
not had experience. The restlessness. 
That, of course, might be just the 
prospect of a return home within the 
next day or two. Three weeks in a 
hospital ward and now the doctor's 
word that another day and she would 
be well cr.ough to be discharged might 
make any one restless. But the wor- 
ried look upon her face? The nurse 
knew what that meant, too. "Poor 
woman, she doesn't know where to go 
when she is discharged. She knows 
she's too weak to work. Many's the 
time I've seen them come iback again 
because they hadn't time to get their 
strength back. I'll just speak to the 
social service worker about her." And 
she did. 

This hospital was fortunate in hav- 
ing a very strong and active Social 
Service Department. The worker, 
which it supports lias already been 
al;"e to win the cordial co-operation 
of all the hospital staff. Under the 
supervision and with the aid of the 
secretary of the Main Line Federation 
of Churches, she has been able to 
furr.Ssh many a patient in the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital with just the help that 
has been needed. 

No sooner did she hear of this wo- 
man's anxiety than she went at once 
to her bedside. "Don't you think I 
could help you in some way? I am 
the social service secretary." 

"Oh. Miss." the poor woman nearly 
cried with relief. "I just don't know 
what to do. My husband's dead; ar.d 
I haven't any home any more. The 
doctor says I'm to be discharged day 
after tomorrow; and I haven't any 
place to go. I'm that weak I don't 
know what I can do. I was going to 
my sister's in town, but I have just 
heard from her. My brother-in-law 
has been in another hospital and lie 
has just been sent to her house to 
live because he is incurable. It takes 
all her time and strength to look after 
him. 1 haven't anywhere to go now. 
She can't take me in." 

"Now don't you worry at all," said 
the secretary, "by the time you have 
to leave here we'll have a tine place 
lor you to go." 

Then followed certain frantic tele- 
phoning; tor thirty-six hours is short 
notice in which to find a convalescent 
home that can take in another patient. 
But one was found. When! the wo- 
man was discharged, she met the sec- 
retary waiting with an automobile to 
take her to the home. There she 
found the kindest care, happy sur- 
roundings, and with returning strength 
opportunities of helping a little around 
the house. Soon she was well and 
strong. With confidence and health in- 
stead of fear and weakness she went 
back to work in her old place. 

To ono who is well and strong this 
work of the Hospital Social Service 
Department of the Main Line Federa- 
tion of Churches may seem a very 
slight thing. , But to those who leave 
the hospital weak and homeless it is 
a veritable way of salvation. They are 
well enough to go: they are not we'.l 
enough to work. They are prevented 
from overtaxing their weakened 
bodies by this kindly service of these 
social service departments of the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital and of the Main 
Line Federation of Churches.

Because the Navy Department has 
experienced a. great deail of trouble in 
the past few months with insuffici- 
ently addressed packages and with 
packages containing easily damaged 
articles and those improperly packed 
and wrapped. Postmasters are directed 
to exercise came, in. the acceptance of 
packages for individuals serving in 
the United States Navy. 

Postmasters will not accept for per- 
sons in the naval service packages 
containing fruits or perishable food- 
stuffs, and they will require that all 
packages be securely wrapped, 
strongly tied and plainly addressed, 
preference to be given to packages 
that are enclosed in strong and suit- 
able hexes or wrapped in sacking, 
bagging or cloth sewed for examina- 
tion as indicated In Section 469 Poatal 
Laws and Regulations 1913. 

The address should contain full 
naime of addressee, the branch of ser- 
vice he Is In, such as navy, naval re- 
serve, marine corps or coast guard, 
his rank, if known, and the name of 
the vessel or station on which he is 
serving. This is to he in addition to 
i'Ture of Postmaster, New York."
